THE YOUNG MAN IN 
POLITICS 


One of the newer men prominent in 
political life this year is Keith Neville, 
;$3 years old, said to be the youngest 
governor Nebraska ever had. It is not 
often that a man of 33 gets to be 
either a governor or a congressman. 
Very frequently you hear it said 
th at a certain candidate is a young 
man s candidate. 
The younger set in 
cities and towns frequently take the 
bit in their teeth and get out to land 
some favorite. 
Youth is a great winner in business 
and science nowadays. 
But la itie s 
is a kind of elderly man’s 
game, 
in 
which ripened knowledge of human na 
lure does count a lot. 
in so far as political success de 
pends 
on 
winning enthusiasm, the 
young man has a great 
field. 
His 
warmth of sentim ent, 
Ii is 
expansive 
friendliness, win loyal support. 
His 
associates will get out and work hard 
with no expectation of personal re 
ward. They land a great many young 
fellows in the early stages of a politi 
ca! career before 
their 
minds an 
m ature enough to grasp the politica 
issues at stake. 
But it takes a long head to stay ii. 
tile game. 
The politician 
needs 
« 
keen intuition as to how ideas are go 
ing to strike 
the 
common people 
Every day he is compelled to confront 
some new proposition. His instinct n 
to dodge and stay on the fence as long 
as he can. 
But when the roll cal 
comes, he has got to line up one wa.' 
or the other. 
Frequently he gets or 
the wrong side. 
Success in politics depends equally 
on the art of handling men. 
It is a 
great gift to be able to reconcile bos 
tillty and appeal to opposite types ot 
people. 
Only by long experience oi 
an exceptionally keen intuition can a 
man reconcile all the conflicting an 
tagonism s t hat block the path of ar 
aspirant to a governorship or con 
gress. 
A governor of 33 years of ag* 
is an interesting figure. He may havt 
a big future ahead of him. and again 
some single m istake may end all in a 
day. 
It is an encouraging sign of the 
tim es that sometimes the best politics- 
is to ignore politics; to shape ones 
course entirely on

The present farm loan indebtedness 
of the United States is probably ap­ 
proximately four billion dollars, and 
tile average in terest rate now charged 
is between 8% and 9 per cent, lf the 
Farm Loan Act would reduce the in­ 
terest rate of the U nited States by 4 
per cent it would m ean a financial 
saving to the farm ers of betw een one 
hundred and fifty and tw o hundred 
million dollars per year, and th is esti­ 
m ate of saving takes no account of the 
fact that high interest rates have re­ 
duced the volume of farm loan indebt­ 
edness far below w hat it will be when 
a lower rate is established. 
High rate of interest and unfavora­ 
ble term s of farm m ortgages have 
been a serious handicap ao farm de­ 
velopment. 
C urtailing farm produc­ 
tion has taxed the consum er as well 
as the producer becouse the limited 
production of food gave an increased 
advantage to the food speculator. 
The Farm Loan Act is, In a m eas­ 
ure, 
revolutionary. 
It 
stands 
for 
equality of opportunity. 
It says that 
the aggressive farm er who goes out 
into new lands to enlarge the sphere 
or production is entitled to the Hume 
opportunities as the man who oper 
ates in a territory already developed. 
It puts the public interest above the 
interest of any individual, 
it takes 
individual profit out of the business 
of financing food production.

MANCHESTER, Kng., Jan. 23—The 
eyes of capital anti labor throughout 
Europe focused on the Sixteenth An­ 
nual Conference of the British Labor 
Party here today. 
What labor shall demand after the 
greatest war in history was the clear 
cut issue. 
Resolutions before the conference 
today indicated that labor will fight 
to remodel shattered industrial rela­ 
tions more radically than ever in la­ 
bor's favor. 
Revolutionary demands 
will be made on the government. 
It had been practically decided be­ 
fore the hundreds of delegates assem­ 
bled that when demobilization throws 
hundreds of thousands 
of 
workers 
back into the industrial boiling pot, 
tile unions demand that the govern­ 
ment provide work for every man who 
left lits job on account of the war.

A demand for a general eight hour 
day and a minimum wage is believed 
sure lo pass the conference.
